"T am happy to learn that an announcement has been made aout certain changes 
and reforms in Nepal. The future constitution of Nepal will be decided by 
the people of Nepal themselves. Meanwhile an interim Government has been 
proposed and the King wil” go back to Nepsl to take h& proper part in the 
new arrangement. 


"T earnestly trust that full advantage will be taken of these changes and all 
those who heve struggled and suffered for the freedom of Nepal will now ec~ 
operate in this great, undertaking of changing a century-old autocracy to an 
independent democratie State. In particular, I hope that all attempts at a 
violent change will cease and I anpeal to all concerned to direct their efforts 
towards peaceful co-cperation and yrogress, 


"This is a subgstantiel step forward ard it gnarantees the establishment of 

-full democratic Government later. The old authoritarian Government ends with 
these changes and further changes will of covrse follow in due course eaccordizg 
to the will of the Nepalese people, These are right advantes and I shonld 

like to wngratulate the people of Neval on then, How best they can be utilized 
in the present and in leading to fuller freedom depends now upon the people of 
Nepal themselves."
